There are two ways to make calls with the autopatch. The first is to simply 
press <*> and release your PTT. You should now hear a dial tone. Then enter 
the phone number you wish to call and listen for the results as though you were 
On a regular phone. 


The second and most reliable method is to press <*><l1> and release your PTT. 
You will hear (AP) in CW. Now enter the number you wish to call. When you 
release your PTT you should hear (CD) in CW. Then you will hear the dial tone 
andé the computer dialing the number you entered. Proceed ae usual. 


In either case pressing <*><9> will redial the last number entered. 


YQT PHONE PATCH 
THE FUNCTIONS ON THE PHONE PATCH ARE AS FOLLOWS: 


#1 To place a call enter #* 1 and the dial tone will be heard 
Dial your phone number and wait for the patch to regenerate 
the tones and dial for you. The next thing you hear will be 
the phone ringing. 


# To terminate a phone call enter # and the repeater wil? 
respond with END in CW. 


Dial In Phone Number is 623-6501. 


To answer ente> # 1. It sounds similar te a telephone ring end 
only rings when the repeater is not active. What this means is 
that the dial in will ring wher the repester is cittirg idle but 
will not inte-rupt a conversation on the air. If ycu hear the dial 
in ringing and are not successful et enseering the first time do 
not hesitate to enter * 1 again. This ill put you on the phore 
line and if the caller is there you will hear therm. 


Operating note: If your signal into the repeater is net patch 
quality or if you enter a long distance dijit at the beginning 
the phone petch will respond with seven beeps and will terminate 
the call. Please note the diff-rence between the codes for YQT 
verses TBR. TBR requires just #* to answer where YQT requires * 1. 
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
